The road has now direct connection with 
the Great Trunk line to the South west, and 
it is ready to cross the Newport bridge. 
This bridge was to have been finished in 
December, but the extreme cold weather 
prevented the getting the curbing 
in for the last of the piers, 
and pow, even if the severity of the weath- 
er abates, there will probably be sucha 
mse in the river that the work on the 
bridge will be delayed. The spans are all 
up, except one, which had to be left opea 
to navigation until the main span was 
ready. The work on the bridge is now 
substantially suspended, but will be entire- 
ly completed by March Ist. The Lexing- 
ton and Big Sandy railroad, from Lexing- 
tonto Mt. Sterling, a distance of thirty- 
seven miles, is virtually an extension of 
the. Louisville, Cincinnati and Lexington 
Short line railroad, and will be completed 
by July ist, 1872. There is no doubt of 
this, as the subscriptions by Mont 
gomety and Clarke counties to 
aid the work are dependent 
upon its completion at that time. Noth. 
ing has been done toward building the Big 
Sandy railroad beyond Mi. Sterling, and 
there is some danger that nothing will be 
done. It seems that whea the New York 
capitalists took bold of the Big Sandy 


ter and other counties on the line of the 
proposed road concluded that the’ New 
Yorkers would be obliged to go ahead and 
| build the entire road, whether the counties 
along the proposed route gave any co-op- 
eration or not. So the counties declined 
to subscribe, and, as this idea that, willingly 
or unwillingly, they are compelled to build 
the road throughout ite entire length don't 
suitthe New York capitalists, they are 
reported to be now making overtures 
elsewhere, and it is not unlikely that 
if Cincinnati evinces sufficient interest, the 
Big Sandy road may goto Newport. This 
would be a misfortune, not only to the 
counties whose selfishness may have over- 
reached itself, but to Louisville. If the 
Big Sandy road should be extended, as pro- 
posed, from Mt. Sterling, it would give 
Louisville an excellent direct through route 
to the Fast, and would bring to her much 
trade. Ihe extension of the road to Mt. 
Sterling will be a great benefit to Louisville 
business, since the Short-line road and the 
Big Sandy have the same narrow gauge. 
The Kentueky Central having a different 
gauge, and there being at Lexington a 
break of a mile between the Kentucky 
Central depot and the Big Sandy road, 
the trade will naturally come to Louisville, 
though there is twenty or thirty miles 
more distance.
